Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I  .have  the  honour  to  present 

my  Annual  Report  on  the  Environmental  Health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1972. 

This  report  has  been  compiled  on  the  instructions  set  out  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social 
Security  Circular  No.  l/73  which  was  received  on  January  5th,  1973. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  District  are  set  out  on  Page  5  and  do  not,  I  think,  require  special 
comment  but  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  Stillbirths  and  no  deaths  classed  to  Pregnancy  and  Child¬ 
birth  occurred  during  1972. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  was  extremely  low,  only  two  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  being  notified. 

On  May  25th,  information  was  received  that  foreign  necklaces  had  been  imported,  mainly  from  Africa, 
the  beads  of  which  contained  a  toxic  poison  i.e.  Abrin. 

A  check  was  accordingly  made  on  Fancy-goods  and  Toy  Shops  and  Head  Teachers  were  apprised  of  the 

situation.  Thirty  strings  of  these  beads  were  found  in  various  places  throughout  Northamptonshire  Health 
Division  No,  2  and  arrangements  were  made  for  their  destruction  by  incineration. 

An  outbreak  of  Smallpox  occurred  in  Yugoslavia  in  March  and  a  circular  letter  was  sent  to  each  General 
Practitioner  in  the  area  advising  vaccination  against  Smallpox  for  persons  travelling  to  Yugoslavia, 

Also  in  March,  I  was  informed  that  instances  of  illegal  dumping  of  Cyanide  Waste  within  the  County  had 
recently  come  to  light.  This  is  a  dangerous  and  illegal  practice  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate 
satisfied  themselves  that  no  dumping  of  this  kind  had  taken  place  on  Council  or  privately  owned  tips  in 
this  County  District. 
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Work  was  started  on  the  construction  of  the  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  in  3uly0  [Members  will  recall 
that  the  New  Works  is  required  because  the  existing  arrangements  at  both  Raunds  and  Stanwick  are  outdated 
and  overloaded*,  It  is  expected  that  the  construction  will  be  completed  in  about  two  years  at  a  cost  of 
£500,000, 

The  Members  will  remember  that  the  Council  held  a  pleasant  party  at  the  Windmill  School  in  November  to 
celebrate  the  Seventy-Fifth  Anniversary  of  the  formation  of  the  Council  and  I  must  express  my  thanks  for 
being  invited  to  be  present  at  this  function  where  I  had  the  opportunity  of  meeting  many  more  local  residents, 

Mr,  R.  A.  Smith  was  appointed  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  on  1st  March,  This  appointment  is 
most  welcome  and  was  indeed  essential  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  population  of  the  town  has  increased  by 
over  1,000  persons  in  the  last  five  years, 

I  must  once  again  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support 
during  the  year  and  Mr0  Potter  and  Miss  Langley  for  their  help  in  preparing  this  Report,

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


1  a  POPULATION;^  The  Registrar  General's  mid-year  estimate  of  population  i.e,  30  Oune  1972,  is  6,370. 

The  corresponding  figure  for  1971  was  6,040  giving  an  increase  of  330  in  the  twelve  monthso 

2.  BIRTHS;-  There  were  132  live  births  in  1972,  which  is  a  decrease  of  one  in  the  number  registered  for 
the  previous  year.  This  gives  a  Crude  Birth  Rate  of  20,7  per  1,000  population.  The  corresponding 
figure  for  1971  was  22.0. 

It  will  be  apparent  that  the  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  in  any  place  is  influenced  by  the  age  and 

oo  sex  distribution  of  the  population  so  that  in  order  that  more  exact  comparisons  can  be  made  between  one 
area  and  another  the  actual  Rate  is  multiplied  by  a  number  called  the  Comparability  Factor,  the  result 
being  known  as  the  Adjusted,  or  Corrected  Rate.  These  Comparability  Factors  are  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General  and  are  based  on  the  age  and  sex  distribution  as  shown  by  the  Census.  For  Raunds  the 
Birth  Rate  Comparability  Factor  is  0.90  and  the  Corrected  Birth  Rate  standardised  on  the  basis  of  age 
and  sex  composition  therefore  gives  the  Adjusted  Rate  of  IB. 6.  The  Adjusted  Rate  of  18.6  compares  with 
26.0  for  1971  and  the  Provisional  Crude  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  14.8. 

3*  DEATHS:-  There  were  88  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1972.  The  figure  for  last  yefer  was  68  and  the 

corresponding  Crude  Death  Rates  are  12.0  and  11.3.  In  the  same  way  as  described  in  the  case  of  2  BIRTHS, 
above,  the  Death  Rate  is  siiaridar.diseidlrtyy  the  use  of  a  further  Comparability  Factor.  Its  value  for  RAUNDS 
is  0.87  and  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  corrected  by  means  of  this  calculation  is  found  to  be  12.0  The 
Provisional  Crude  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  is  reckoned  by  the  Registrar  General  to  be  12.1. 

4«  DISPOSAL  DF  THE  DEAD;-  Of  the  88  deaths  during  the  year,  64  bodies  were  disposed  of  by  cremation  at 
Kettering  Crematorium,  giving  a  percentage  of  72.7* 

5*  INFANT  MORTALITY;-  There  were  four  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
was  30.3  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  in  1971  was  30.0.  The  corresponding  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  is  17.0,  Two  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life.  This  method  of 
expression  is  referred  to  as  the  Neonatal  Mortality  and  the  rate  for  1972  is  15.1  per  1,000  live  births. 
The  current  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  12.0.  I  append  details  of  the  causes  and  other  particulars 
concerning  the  deaths.

GENERAL  PR0\/1SI-M  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

In  subsequent  sections,  full  details  will  be  found  relating  to  infectious  diseases  and  environmental 
health  within  the  Urban  District,  for  which  the  Council  is  directly  responsible0 

The  present  section  relates  to  those  health  services  which  concern  the  personal  health  and  welfare 
of  the  individual  rather  than  public  health  and  the  community.  The  Health  Committee  of  the  Northamptonshire 
County  Council  is  responsible  for  administration  of  some  of  these  services  under  Part  III  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act. 

Liaison  between  County  Council  services  and  District  Council  services  is  facilitated  by  the  fact  that 
ybur  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  a  School  Medical  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES  -  The  Department  of  Pathology,  Kettering  and  District  General  Hospital  is 
available  for  the  examination  of  specimens  in  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  Infectious 
Disease.  Two  faeces  specimens  were  examined  during  the  year. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICES  -  This  is  one  of  the  services  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible,  and  the 
area  is  adequately  covered.

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES  -  These  include  District  Nurses,  Midwifes  and  Health  Visitors,  who  are  all  highly 
trained,  qualified  nurses  on  the  staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  The  Home  Help  Service,  also 
provided  by  the  County  Council,  is  proving  more  and  more  valuable  in  relieving  people  of  domestic 
worries  during  periods  of  illness  or  confinement,  and  in  helping  old  folks  to  remain  in  their  own  homes, 
so  that  they  can  retain  their  treasured  independence. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  AND  OUT-PATIENT  FACILITIES  -  The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for 
these  services,  a  list  of  which  is  as  follows:-

IMMUNISATION  AND  VACCINATION  -  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and 
Poliomyelitis  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  are  free  services,  available  either  from  the 
Family  Doctor  or  at  the  County  Child  Health  Clinics.  Certain  age-groups  of  children  can  also 
be  given  B.C.G.  vaccination  to  protect  against  Tuberculosis;  this  is  done  through  the  School 
Health  Service.  A  vaccine  for  the  protection  of  infants  against  Measles  is  available  and,  in 
accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  County  Health  Department,  a  campaign  for  the  control  of,  and, 
it  is  hoped,  ultimate  eradication  of  this  disease,  was  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1968. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACTS  1948  AND  1951,  SECTION  47  -  These  Acts  give  Local  Authorities  powers  to 
enable  them  to  deal  expeditiously  with  certain  cases  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which 
they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other  people. 

No  formal  action  was  taken  under  this  Section  of  these  Acts  during  1972. 

MEALS  ON  WHEELS  SERVICE  -  The  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service  arranges  for  the  delivery  of  "Meals 
on  Wheels"  twice  a  week  in  appropriate  cases.  At  the  present  time  30  meals  are  supplied  each  week 
and  during  the  year  the  total  number  of  meals  delivered  was  1,308.

Responsibility  for  notifying  a  case  or  suspected  case  of  Food  Poisoning  or  Infectious  Disease  rests 
exclusively  on  the  Medical  Practitioner  attending  the  patient  unless  he  believes  that  another 
practitioner  has  already  notified  the  case. 


The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  two,  this  is  the  same  as  last  year, 
MEASL ES ; -  No  cases  were  notified, 

DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS?-  Routine  immunisation,  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  with 
Triple  Antigen  has  again  shown  its  efficacy  in  preventing  these  diseases. 

Immunisation  is  carried  out  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  County  Health  Departments  Clinics. 

WHOOPING  COUGH?-  Two  cases  (brother  and  sister )  were  notified  in  September. 
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POLIOMYELITIS ; -  This  is  the  fourth  disease  which  is  prevented  by  routine  immunisation  in  infancy,,  This 
is  again  done  either  by  the  Family  Doctor  or  at  the  Health  Departments  Clinics.  No  cases  occurred. 


GA5TR0-INTE5TINAL  DISEASESg-  There  have  been  no  cases  of  Gastro-Intestinai  disease  due  to  Dysenteric 
organisms  or  Salmonellosis. 

LEPROSY i -  The  Public  Health  (Leprosy)  Regulations,  1966  came  into  force  on  1  March  1966. 

Under  these  Regulations,  cases  of  Leprosy  are  now  notifiable  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
No  notifications  of  Leprosy  were  received. 

SMALL  POX s-  There  were  no  cases. 

TUBERCULOSIS ? -  No  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  were  received  during  the  year .  One  name  was  removed  from 
the  Register  being  now  healed.  There  were  no  deaths  classed  to  Tuberculosis. 

DANGEROUS  NECKL.ACE  BEADS  °  On  26  May,  information  was  received  that  foreign  necklaces  had  been  imported, 
the  beads  of  which  contain  an  extremely  toxic  poison  i.e.  Abril. 

A  check  was  accordingly  made  on  Fancy-goods  and  Toy  shops  and  Head  Teachers  were  apprised  of  the 
situation . 

The  "beads"  are  really  berries  of  the  Vine,  Abrus  Precatorius  which  is  native  to  Asia,  Africa  and 
Mexico.  The  colour  of  the  beads  is  red  with  black  spots  on  the  surface  giving  a  3 Lady bird 3  appearance. 

Thirty  strings  of  these  beads  were  found  in  various  places  throughout  the  Area  of  Health  Division 
No.  2  and  arrangements  were  made  for  their  destruction  by  incineration.
